DICTATOR OF THE TARIFF 


Hereafter the amount of the duty 
which will have to be paid on any arti- 
cle im into Canada will be what- 
ever the Minister of National Revenue 
may see fit to impose. 

While parliament is revising the 
rates of duty collectable on a wide list 

f commodities, amendments to the 
dumping clauses of the Customs Act 
empower the Minister to name the price 
at which any article is to be assessed 
for customs pu As the amount 
of duty payable is the assessed 
value of the article multiplied by the 
rate, it is not clear why parliament 
should waste time changing the rate 
since the Minister is being given power 
to make the assessed price what he may 
choose. By sirnply raising the valuation 
the amount of the duty can be raised to 
any figure desired, whatever the rate 
may be, 

It is the amount of the duty 
that has to be paid, not the rate, that 
determines the cost of importing any 
commodity ; and which therefore deter- 
mines whether a commodity may or may 
not be imported.

Children Every Day

TORONTO, Ont “Mother to 
millions” might be the term applic- 
able to Miss Emma Smediey, one of 
the dietitians attending the conven- 
tion here this week of the American 
Dietewic Association. Miss Smediey's 
business ts to feed 150,000 school 
children of Philadelphia daily. From 
her central office she plans the 
lunches that all the school children 
in all the schools of the city will re- 
ceive. 

The basis of a typical school lunch 
according to Miss Smedity, is one 
milk product, which may be either 
a milk soup, cocoa or milk itself, a 
sandwich of lettuce or vegetable and 
a sweet such as ice cream. Miss 
Smedley plans diets and menus for 
110 public and high schools and em- 
ploys 800 people. Trained dietitians 
are under her supervision in 36 
schoo.s { 

She is financially responsible for 
the organization She runs her 
lunches on the money paid in by the 
children. Her price list contains such 
figures as: Half pint soup, five cents: 
two slices of bread. one cent; fresh 
fruit in season, three cents: cookirts. 
one cent: and sweet chocolate, one 
cent The kindergarteners receive 
rations of milk and crackers and the 
teacher in charge takes this means of 
educating the tiny tots to eat the 
correct food and eat it properly.
